A good deal of attention Is attracted 


by the enterprise of certain American 
capitalists who project the laying of 
a submarine cable from the United 
States to the Philippines via Hawaii. 
Their representative, Mr. Scrymser, la 
now in Japan, and has succeeded In 
enlisting a good deal of sympathy with 
his plan. Of course the Great Northern 
Company's contract Is an obstacle, 
since It secures to the Company a 
monopoly of cable communication with 
the Islands lying adjacent to the 'Paci- 
fic coast of America among which the 
Philippines are explicity enumerated. 
But the difficulty could be got over by 
making the cable terminate at the 
Carolines. The Ji}i Shimpo and the 
Mainichi both contend that the Jap- 
anese Government should give to the 
new enterprise the support its projec- 
tors solicit— namely, a guarantee of a 
certain amount of business yearly— 
and in return should stipulate for the 
carrying of the cable via the Goto Isl- 
ands.

As secular observers we only sug- 
gest that there may be great profit in 
analysing the moral soil here, when, 
from the Protestant standpoint, there 
seems to be an uncommon growth of 
weeds.—The Editor.)

IN POOR HEALTH. 


MANILA, October 8. — The health of 


the 'troops 'here at present is Car from 
being good, notwithstanding the state- 
meats of the medical department, to 
the contrary. At Cavite the conditions 
are very bad. There have been over 
forty deatns there since September 1st, 
mostly from typhoid fever. One-third 
of the officers of the Montana Volun- 
teer Regiment are on the sick list, in- 
cluding the Colonel and Lieutenairt- 
Oolonel, who are nnflt for duty. 


In one battery alone over 75 per 


cent of the men stationed there have 
been on the sick list within a month, 
the officers being affected as well as 
the privates. The hospital accommo- 
dations there are Inadequate, The sup- 
ply of medicines was exhausted at one 
time. 


COLORADO'S STAND. 


NEW YORK, October 31.— A cable to 


the Sun, dated Manila, October 25th, 
via Hongkong, October 31st, says: A 
disgraceful condition of affairs is pre- 
vailing in the Colorado Regiment here. 
Trouble has long been brewing about 
the rations served to the men, and ' 
there is loud complaint from every 
company that the rations are wretched 
in quality and insufficient in quantity. 
Matters reached a crisis on Thursday, 
Octo'ber 20th, when Company G unani- 
mously refused to drill. Their rattans 
haa oeen especially bad for a few days 
previous. On Wednesday they got pork 
that was full of maggots and the rice 
that was served to them was also 


Young Capt Blaine.

Adjutant General Corbin sent a 
telegram to Major General Otis, ask- 
ing hhn if he were willing to have 
Capt. Blaine returned to duty at Ma- 
nila, this being believed to be the oaly 
course open to the Government, as his 
offenses had been committed whl.e at- 
tached to Gen, Otis' army corps, and 
Gen. Otis was the only person who had 
a right to overlook fh/an. 


Gen. OHs' answer was received to- 


night, and his decision can hardly re- 
sult *n anything short of the muster- 
ing out of Capt. Blaine. Gen. Otis 
cabled that there was no place In his 
command for the young aaslstant ad- 
jutant general. This was construed to 
mean that Otis did not want BIMne 
with hhn at Manila, 


Colonel McCoy, who ordered it to he 
buried. This order was carried out,. 
but nothing was substituted in place 
of the rotten meat and the men went 
hungry. Fresh potatoes 'Hive been te- 
stied only half a dozen times since 
Manila surrendered and no fresh onions 
have been issued. 


The Captain reported the refusal of 


the company to drill to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Moses, who excused the men. 


RESTS WITH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, November 1.— The 


request of the First Colorado Infantry 
to be returned from Manila to the 
United States cannot be granted by the 
War Department. It was stated by a 
War Department officiaJ that such re- 
quests have been frequent from sol- 
diers of volunteer organizations who 
enlisted to fight, but did not enlist for 
garrison duty. Nothing could be done 
until Congress met and provided some 
kind of a force to take the place of the 
volunteers.

Grinding Seasons Some Time 


Off-Making a Loan. 


HAVANA, Cuba-—The personal for- 


tnues of many of the Americans who 
lonnerJy had property and business In 
Cuba is, by their own showing, at a 
low «bb. I am ready to credit all they 
say. Three years of guerrilla warfare, 
during Whk<h Cuban insurgents and 
Spanish troops were engaged chiefly in 
destroying property, could not hare 
left them otherwise. But I have not 
met a single one of these Americans 
wHo has loat heart. Though they have 
not the means of rebuilding at once, 
they are not. discouraged. Moat of 
them have "expectations" from the 
claims they have filed with tihe State 
Department. While the amount o£ 
these claims is presumably exaggerat- 
ed, and while some may be fraudulent, 
tie expectations of realizing something 
from this source with which to rede- 


their holdings is not an unjust 


one. 
One of the Americans, who owns a 


sugar plantation in a corner of Matan- 
saa Province, gave me an account of 
his financial condition. As it is typi- 
cal of others J repeat 'the substance of 
his statements: 


"I'm going out to visit my place," 


he aaid. "Haven't been there for near- 
ly two years. Saw toe cane burning 
tien. Pleasant feeling to see your 
plantation burning, but I was pretty 
lucky. Nobody ever heard me talk- 
ins against tihe insurgents, and they 
were pretty decent. The .machinery 
.was not destroyed, and that's the main 
thing in raising sugar. Cost me some- 
thing, mostly in promises, but they 
protected me. I've had word the ma- 
ddnery is in good shape." 


"Shall you grind any cane this 


year?" 


"Grind caneithis year! Good Lord, 


my friend, you don't know mtrch about 
sugar production. If I can get ¥200,000 
right away, two years from this com- 
ing December I will "be stole to grind a 
big- crop of cane and pay the money 
back. Bnt it will take two years to 
realize anything from She-plantation." 


"You won't 'have any trouble in 


making the loan, I suppose?" 


"You supqjose, do you? Then if you 


know anybody who wants to lend 
9200,000 on a plantation that's worth 
¥1,000,000, Just bring him around. I've 
been 'hustling a month to get that 
1200,000, but not a dollar of it yet, 
though a plantation worth $1,00,000 
ought to 'be good security." 


.By way of digression, it may be said 


that there are no sugar plantations in 
Cnha worth less than ?1,000,000. At 
least I never beard of one. This valu- 
ation fieems to be one of .tihe effects of 
tie tropical climate. Whoever has a 
sugar mill and cane field speaks of 


' them with a deprecating wave of the 


hand, as though they were of no more 
•account than an ordinary corn patch 
in Iowa, or a wheat field in Dakotas. 
Bnt when inquiry is made as to their 
value, it is always "a million or so/ 
While the Matanzas planter may have 
added a few hundred thousand to the 
•vatae of his place, and. while Tie may 
T» seeking a larger loan than is need- 
ed to redevelop it, he does not deceive 
himself on one point. This is the 
length of time that will be needed to 
put his plantation again on a paying 
basis. As for the rest, he will keep 
hustling till he gets together 525,000 or 
$30,000, and will start in without wait- 
ing for the balance of the 
$200,000 


which he thinks he wants.

PARIS. Oec. 29.—The Court of Cas- 


sation has decided to grant a revision 
of the Dreyfus case, and will institute 
a supplementary 'inquiry. The court, 
however, has declined to order the re- 
lease of Dreyfus. 


At the opening of the court today M. 


Mornaud resumed hds argument in be-' 
half of the Dreyfus family, insisting 
that the bordereau was not In the 
handwriting of Dreyfus or on imitation 
by him of the writing of Major Eater- 
hazy. The latter hypothesis, counsel 
continued, was absolutely improbable. 
If it was an imitation, the author of it 
must be a third party. If it was no 
imitation, the author of the bordereau, 
lie asserted,, could only be Major Ester- 
hazy himself. Continuing, M. Mornaud 
pointed out that the honor of the army 
was not involved in the doings of 
courtmartials, as, like other courts, 
they could err without their honor 
suffering. 


After Monaud had closed his argu- 


ment the court retired to deliberate. 


M. Yvos Guyot, in Siecle today, as- 


serts that the secret documents in the 
Dreyfus case were burned some days 
ago. 


The Judges of the court, were -occu- 


pied for three hours and a half in con- 
sidering the judgment. 


The public, whose admission to the 


court was regulated with the greatest 
care, awaited the decision with mark- 
ed calmness. During the suspension of 
business the public crowded into the 
lobbies and there was evident anxiety 
to hear ihe verdict. There was no 
demonstration when the court arose. 


T ne decision created no public ex- 


citement and complete tranquillity pre- 
vails on the streets.

By far the most attractive <rf ail the 


miscellanea that meet the aye of *ne 
observant visitor, it goes without say- 
ing, Is the. miacroscope, partly wrapped 
in chamois leather and-«ov«red with 
a glass (bell, like those used for the 
protection of a FrencOi ormolu clock. 
It is a aplendad Instrument -with achro- 
matic and Bpochromatlc lenses. This, 
it may be stated, means that the cur- 
vatures of the lenses are BO adjusted 
tfiat the chrdmatic aberration . spro- 
duceoVby the one is corrected fcy: the 
other, and -light "emerges from 
the 


compound lens undecomposed. This 
beantiftdly -finished Instrument was 
manufactured toy C. Beichert, of Yieh- 
na—wfco -is perhaps one of the best 
makers la th« •world—and specially 
ordered by Mr. Johnstone ito meet the 
particular requirements of the local 
XJovernment. To this "belongs an as- 
sortment of lenses, about thirty in 
number;all.of different strength; also 
several compensating eyepieces, the 
latter containing ^hree or four com- 
pouroi lenses each. The highest mag- 
nifying power obtaina'ble -yritai the aid 
of tihls ontflt is 7,695, and the lowest 8. 
This, triumph of the Optician's skill 
representing, with all the necessary 
addenda, an outlay of not nnich less 
than $1,000, IB 'Mr. JoihnStahe's private 
' property and to one less sympathetic 
it would have seemed almost amusing 
to watch him hovering over It witlh

Next comes a micro- 
meter eyepiece, which will measure a 
distance of a two fcundred and fifty 
thousandth-.part ,of an tach, used for 
ascertaining the dimensions of micro- 
scopic^ objects; a compressor for ex- 
amination of pork suspected of being 
affedted -by trichina, as adopted by the 
Government of the 
United States 


where, it is asserted by statisticians 
there are annually examined some 
30,000,000 hogs for this dreaded para- 
site; and a set of chemical -balances, 
manufactured by Eime & Amend, of 
JNew York, capable of weighing one- 
tenth of a miltogram. There also 'be- 
long to these balances a set of beauti- 
fully finished -weights, the smaller of 
which are made of platinum.

which witt be applied to milk or water 
Inspection and will "be at the dispoB* 
of the physicians of tlte Board of 
Health at all times; improved gaso- 
line lamps for laboratory purposes, of 
the best and moat up-to-date pattern 
ami the first of the kind Introduced 
here; costly platinum c'roc'Artes .for 
evaporation; patent hermetic glass

Having made this Inventory, the re- 


porter -was invited to fcave a peep at 
some of the specimens through tbe 
medium of -the microscope. TSbe first 
one wrtsmrtted was that of the destruc- 
tive tare Wight, a fungoid growth 
.•which forms itseK on the exterfor of 
tie cell» of tbe root and saps the life 
out of -it. With the object of differen- 
tiation, i. e., the bringing out <he col- 
ors and tbe tissues more clearly, tnis 
specimen was stained -witto carmine 
and presented a 'most Interesting an<! 
pretty appearance. Tbe next one pro- 
duced was that of tbe bacillus of a«p- 
rosy, wtoJch measure* aspprorimately 
one thirteen thousandth i»art of an 
inch.

The'adulteration of food, strange to 


say, is a matter about which the great 
bulk of the general public are callous- 
ly indifferent.

hyjri&ne, people deliberately and wit- 
tingly consume food and beret-ages 
that «>«T inow lo contain deleterious 
mutter.

By virtue of Act 34, entitled "The 


Inspection of Food and. Drugs," adopt- 
ed 'by the last Legislature, any bona 
fide citizen of thfe country can ihave.an 
analysis made of samplee sent to the 
Bureau, tout 'by-tine letter of said law 
he tau3t establish proof of the iden- 
tity of the'- sample. The Board of 
Health will probably fix. a rate to be 
charged for such examinations. 


The Work to which the Government 


Analyst will give most of his atten- 
tion will be the regular inspection, of 
the milk supply; of preparations com- 
ing un'der <the claaslficatlon of oils and 
fats, such as butter, lard and oleomar- 
gerlne; of other groceries, such as 
cocoa, tea and roasted and ground cof- 
fee as dispensed to the (public; and of 
bread and flour. The bakeries will be 
inspected weekly. Butchers' meat will 
be outside his province, -being under 
the supervision of another officer of 
the Board. : 


Milk,inspectioh will3Hxtai!bly be taflc- 


en up within a week, as Mr. Johnstone 
IB now arranging his . laboratory and 
will have ibhlngs In running order in a 
few daya. The standard for milk In- 
spection to be established there will 
likely be 12 for flbDds and 3 for fata. 
The standard adopted in the city of 
New York is 14 for aolfds and 4 for fat, 
but owing to the difference in (the qual- 
ity of pasturage and *he dry feed stuff 
imported here, it was deemed advis- 
aibfe to lower the standard to salt local 
conditions. 
. 


With regard to liquors, -wines and 


beers, their inspection -will be a sub- 
ject for- future consideration. 
The selection of Mr. Arthur John- 


stone as the ' incumbent of Ufla most 
useful and Mgbly importamt branch ot 
tbe Board of Health Department was 
a foregone conclusion. Apart uttogeth- 
er from bis political affiliations, 'he IB 
admittedly the mfcroscopist par excel- 
lence in <£he Hawaiian Islands; in fact, 
it has been Ibis hobby .the greater part 
of his life. His experience in that 
field ihas more than once proved of 
practical value. It is safe to predict 
that the establishmetit of .the Bureau 
of the Government Food Commission- 
er and Analyst is a timely one, in 
keeping with the progressiveness of 
the country and bound, to become a 
boon.

Father Doyle, one of the Paulists of 


New York City, recommends in th« 
X3a£hollc Review, that the Romanist 
church in America send some of its 
best men to the Philippines to reorgan- 
ize «ie work of the priests residing 
there, just as the Protestant societies 
are (reorganizing the work of the 
Cbnst&n but ignorant negro preach- 
ers of the Southern States. With ad- 
vanced thought he recommends that 
only the most "thorough American 
priests" be sent This suggestion in- 
dicates tfiat the Romanist church in 
America already breathes the progres- 
sive air of the western continent. 


Father Doyle claims that the ritual 


and ceremonials of the Roman church 
are admirably adapted to the improve- 
ment and conversion of the Filipinos 
wiule "the cold and lifeless religion 
of the Protestants." as he calls it, is not 
adapted to the -purpose. He raises the 
question whether or not the Romanist 
church does not secure better results 
among tne "heatJien," than the Pro- 
testant church.

The best class of citizens in the city 


of New York have united In earnest 
protest against the refusal of Richard 
Iroker, the Tammany boss to re-no- 
minate Judge Daly of the Supreme 
Court, a'man who has done most ex- 
cellent service 
on the 
bench for 


twenty-eight years. The refusal was 
based on the fact that the judge would 
not appoint a Croker man to the office 
of clerk of the court. The Republicans 
and Mugwumps, at once nominated 
him, and in a great mass meeting the 
best lawyers of the city protested 
against the action of Oroker, and en- 
dorsed the nomination of the judge. 


Croker, however, is shrewd In or- 


der to beat this judge, ihe nominates 
another man for the place, who has an 
excellent reputation aftqr fourteen 
years service on the. bench.

, <3iimatra leaf," now raised to the 
Philippines came into the market, and 
seriously injured the sale of the home 
raised "wrappers," the tobacco interest 
demanded protection from Congress, 
and the enormous duty of $2.00 per 
pound was ^placed upon it. It was 
claimed by the home-growers that un- 
less this was done, the entire trade 
would be crippled. 


The sugar product is precisely in the 


same situation. The tobacco and sugar 
interests will now unite forces, and 
insist on "protection" against the pos- 
sible dangers of expansion. When war 
against Spain was threatened, these 
Interests were aware of their liability 
to Injury in the annexation of Cuba . 
Ttoey could not, however, at the time,. 
make any resistance to the movement 
of jthe people. As the war is, probably, 
at an end, and the acquisition of the 


territory is certain, they are now 


taking alarm" at the coming danger, 
and will make a common fight. They 
can and \\ill make a strong one. 


An amendment to the Constitution 


providing for the protection to one 
part of the territory against another 
part, is not practicable. A majority 
of' the States would not adopt it.

\ manifold copy of a long letter liy 


Capt. Kilian, whose bad faith with the 
police authorities as recited by Mar- 
shal Brown, has been noted, was re- 
ceived at this office yesterday. The 
Captain, who is of the First Nebraska 
Regiment of U. S. Volunteers, and who 
has been with the Camp Otis contin- 
gent here, .gives his address as Manila 
Philippine Islands, and misspells both 
the name of the town and the name 
of the Islands. 


Capt. Kilian was accused b> Mar- 


shal Brown of promising to produce 
in «ourt at a certain time two soldiers 
of his command who had been fined 
for assault and battery, upon pleading 
guilty, or in lieU of presenting the 
men, to pay in the amount of their 
fines, $42. 
Kilian did not keep his 


word. He admits this in the, letter 
which he sent to all the newspapers of 
the town yesterday. In 
justification 


of failing to k&ep his word, the Cap- 
tain says that certain representations 
were made to him by Marshal Brown 
which were not carried out 
He re- 


marks that what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander." 


The letter produced by Kilian will 


not be published in this paper because 
it is not worth the spac» it u ould oc- 
cupy. His case in "brief is that Mar- 
shal Brown, on the night the two men 
were arrested, said that it might be 
possible to have their fines suspended 
in case they would plead guilty and in 
the event that investigation disclosed 
a finding of facts as Kilian claimed — 
that is that the men had not offended 
to amount to anything 
Marshal 


Brown said that the next morning he 
would hear the story of the street af- 
fair from his policemen and would 
consult th'e Attorney General. The 
next morning, so soon as Kilian ap- 
peared m court he was informed by 
the Marshal that the case was much 
more serious than had at first been 
reported or than it had been stated by 
Kilian and that the direction of the 
Attorney General, the head of the De- 
partment, was to proceed with 
the 


prosecution as with any other case. 
The men were willing to plead guilty 
and did so. Kilian then contrived to 
have them escape payment of the fln« 
or the imprisonment that would ensue 
in faikire to settle and succeeded in 
doing so. On this point tulian has 
the nene to saj 


"The paper (Advertiser) states that 


the Marshal is $42 out of his own 
pockets. If that is the case I am in- 
deed tery sorry, but if it is true that 
the Marshal has power to suspend 
sentence, as he told me he had, he will 
not be loser 
I ha\e so far not seen 


the note which he is satd to have sent 
me, but 1 will try to see the Marshal 
if it is convenient. People in any part 
of Uncle Sam's domain are fairmiifded 
and believe in fair play 
My course 


may not be approved by some but I 
do believe I did the right thing at the 
right time and the right place. I may 
be mistaken but my candid opinion is 
that I have acted fairly and squarely 
for the boys, with the Court and all 
concerned." 


The captain claims to be an attorney 


and even an ex-judge, and all the at- 
torneys in town say that he should 
know, if he knows anything at all, 
that the Marsha] has not the power to 
remit fines or suspend sentences The 
Marshal is an executive and not a 
judicial officer

ASHES OF COLON 


Many Resting Places of 


Discoverer's Body. 


A Restless Corpse —Dread of th» 


Spaniards-Wish of the Great 


Sailor—Many Movlngs. 


The Spaniards just now are wring- 


ing their hands at the idea of the 
ashes of Columbus falling into the 
hands of the detested Yankees, says 
the London News. The remains of tht 
great discoverer lie burled in the choir 
of the cathedral at Havana. The dead 
body of Columbus has been as restless 
as that of our own St. Bede. It has 
ne\er been able to find a quiet resting 
place. The great sailor died at Valla- 
dohd, in Spain, on Ascension day, 1506. 
He expressed a wish to be buried in 
the island of San Domingo. Joannes, 
his wife, took incessant care of the 
dead body of her husband. She car- 
ried it about with her when she trav- 
eled. For three years the body was 
deposited in the church of San Fran- 
cisco in Valladolid, where it first found 
its resting place. In 1513 it was re- 
moved to Seville. There it remained 
for twenty-three years. The body was 
again disinterred and carried across 
the Atlantic. It found its next resting 
place in San Domingo, as Columbus 
tiad wished. When the island was 
ceded to France the bones were taken 
to Havana and solemnly buried in the 
cathedral in January, 1796. What re- 
mained of the body was placed In an 
urn in a niche in the left wall of the 
chancel, and covered with a unarible 
slab. 


Recently the inhabitants of San Do- 


mingo have claimed that the bones of 
:he discoverer of the new world still 
rest in their soil. The fact appears to 
je that when the bones were removed 
to Cuba the priests of San Domingo 
kept back half and hid them in the 
south of the sacristy of their cathed- 
ral. 
Here they were discovered 
in 


1877. 
If the Spanish 
Government 


again claims the ashes of Columbus. 
the restless spirit of the explorer will 
save to return to Spain, for every inch 
of the territory which he presented to 
Ms adopted, country will have passed 
from her rule. The Havanese will 
jrobably, however, not surrender their 
principal relic without a struggle

Attorney Silliman vs. the Steamer 


Company— Delivery-?.Ruling of

of Magoon and Silliman was yesterday 
awarded judgment against the Oceanic 
Steamship Company in tbe sum of $ 
by Judge Wilcox.

His baggage waa'tasen to tbe boat by 
a cartman and the trunk which had 
been checked was placed in the bag- 
gage room and a grip belonging to him 
was placed In the cabin. When he 
went to get the grip it was gone and 
no tt-ace of it could be found after a 
most thorough search all over the 
boat 


Mr Silliman filed a claim with the 


company for the loss of the grip and 
ts contents, which ,was rejected on the 
grounds that the company was'not lia- 
ble for the loss, as the property had 
not been properly celivered to them 
or any of their agents. 


Tne defense was that the grip shouW 


have been taken to the stateroom or 
delivered to one of the stewards of the 
ship and that inasmuch as it was not, 
nit merely placed an the cabin It was 
not sufficient delivery to hold the com- 
pany liable. 


The Judge held that as the 4th officer 


of the ship bad seen the grip taken 
aboard and had his attention called to 
t -Eliat the delivery was sufficient to 
lold the company and awarded judg- 
ment accordingly.

COL. SMITH AND HIS 
BOYS 


Men Deolare They Have Been 


Slandered-Thelr Side of Several 


Incidents Told. 


(From Tuegday'8 Dally.) 


The First Tennessee Regiment ar- 


rived on the Zeatandia yesterday 
morning and as yet no natives have 
•been (hanged or any other depredations 
which this maligned regiment Is cred- 
ited with doing, have taken place. 


A representative of the Advertiser 


called upon Col. Smith, yesterday and 
in an Interview the Colonel explained 
many ol tbe disagreeable things that 
tbe San Francisco jwpers (have credit- 


-ed to the Tenneaaeeans. 


When asked regarding the conduct 
ol bis regiment -while stationed In 
San Francisco, toe replied: "You can 
say that the First Tennessee has as 
many good men and mo more bad 
ones «han any other regiment to the 
service, that the exaggerated reports 
as promulgated by the (papers bare 
been taken advantage of by other 
troops and when caught In any devH- 
ishness they claimed that they be- 
longed to the First Tennessee." 


The Colonel says that It 4s Just as 


aibsurd to hold a whole regiment re- 
sponsible lor the misbehavior ol a 
few men.as It would be to hold the 
community of San Francisco-respons- 
ible lor the crimes of a Dorant, or the 
alleged crimes of a 'Bodkin. 


On the night of the deplorable af- 


fair between Rosser and Hildenbrand 
the Colonel sent a"patrol into bhe city 
with tastructtons to send all Tennes- 


i see soldiers back Into camp and di- 


rected them to retarn toy way of the 
police station and hring to camp such 
Tennessee men as may 'have been ar- 
rested durtng the night. "The officer 
in charge of the patrol found that 76 
soldiers had 'been arrested during the 
night and that out of that number 
only eleven were ffrom *he Tennessee 
regiment. At another time Gen. Mil- 
ler, commander of the Eighth Army 
Corps, directed one of the captains of 
the First Tennessee to go to -the city 
antl "bring to camp all soldiers w 
might (have 'been arrested during the 
night. The officer found over forty 
men locked up at «he station, but not 
one of the number was from the Ten- 
nessee regiment 


Regarding the negro episode at San 


Francisco the Colonel said: "One- 
morning a -couple of our men got Into 
a little difficulty with a negro. A 
Kansas man* and one from my regi- 
ment came running Into camp and said 
that a-negro toad killed one of our 
men. Immediately a rash was made 
for the place to capture the negro. As 
many men from the Iowa and Kansas 
regiments were in the crowd as Ten- 
nesseeams and the man that mounted 
the roof •with an axe and chopped a 
hole in it was a member ol the Firsl 
New York. The house was destroyed 
but the Tennesseeans were no more to 
blame than th/r other regiments. But 
inasmuch as the regiment was conspic- 
uous In the matter the officers of our 
regiment paid all damages awarded 
>by the board, whioh amounted to

Building Is Now Going Up-An Of- 


fering From One Born In This 


City—Dedication, 


OAKLAND, Calif., Oct. 18.-<5round 


will be broken tomorrow for the 'build- 
Ing of the "Dottle Cooke" Annex to 
Fabiola Hospital. This annex is to be 
juilt partly with money that- was the 
personal property of Mies Dottle 
Cooke, who died last spring. During 
her lifetime, which ended so soon, 
Mies Cooke was always interested in 
chimren, and when dhe died her prlv-^ 
ate account amounted to $3,000. When 
conscious-that death was not far off, 
she requested that her money be spent 
in some manner for the benefit of little 
children. (Her mother, Mrs. Harriet 
Lee Cooke, after some consideration, 
offered to build a children's annex to 
Fabiola, and to endow it in such a 
manner that it will accommodate 
eighteen children, which ds one for 
each yjear of her daughter's Hfe. 


The offer was formally made to the 


lady managers of tne institution, and 
accepted. The plans (have been pre- 
pared by D. F. Oliver, the architect, 
and work will be commenced right 
away. 


rhe Dottie Cooke Annex will be two 


stories in height and there will be one 
large ward on each floor, with several 
private rooms. A large playground has 
been arranged, which will be fitted 
with toy cases and shelves and every- 
thing to make the Httle unfortunates 
happy. The exterior of ttie building is 
of the Grecian style of architecture and 
embodies all the latest improvements 
Chat have been developed dn similar 
institutions. The connection with the 
main building will be by ail elevated 
glass corridor from the second story. 


A feature of the exterior •will be the 


porch entrance, which will be spaoraed 
by a heavy arch supported on pillars. 
On the face of this arch wrf! be a tablet 
of statuary bronze, bearing the inscrip- 
tion, ' Dottle Cooke." The keystone 
will unfold the words, "Her wish for 
children," Prominent ia the interior 
will be a memorial window, which wfll 
be placed at the end of the playroom^ 
and will contain the portrait of the 
donor, surrounded by a wreath of flow- 
ers with a ribbon, on the flowing end 
of w&ich will be written, "For my sake 
let the little >nes be -ended."
